LANSING — The State Con- 
servation Department this week 
sent out a record $806,400 to 77 
Michigan counties as payments 
in lieu..of 1967 taxes for. about! 
four million acres of state lands 
under its jurisdiction. 

Tax checks -going to the coun- 
ties total about $400 more than 
the previous high paid by the 
Department last year. As set 
by law, they are based on a 
standard rate of 20 cents por 
acre for such conservation prop- 
erties as state. forests, parks 
and recreation areas, public ac- 
cess sites, and wildlife areas.--

$793,300, .as the result of their 
having the largest amount of 
purchased, tax - reverted, and 
gifted state *holdings.
